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PREPARING FOR OUR JOB 


We Americans, comments the 
Kansas City Star, like to pat 
ourselves on the back oceasional- 
ly and say: ‘‘We are the people. 
Arn’t we doing fine? Just wateh 
us perform!’’ So in one day 
.Chairman Dent of the House 
committee on military affairs in- 
forms the country that it has in 
the regular army and_ national 
guard 800,000 
Secretary Daniels announces that 
the number of ships in commis- 
sion has trebled in six months, 
and from France comes a cable- 
gram telling of the practice of 
the ‘‘ American artillery,’’ whieh 
after its training, is to maneu- 
ver ‘‘with the gradually multi- 
plying American infantry.”’ 

This sounds good. But when 
we come to ask what we are 
actually doing in the war, and 
what we shall be in shape to dc 
next year, the answer is not so 
reassuring to Ainerican people, 

We are in our sixth month of 
war. In that time we have not 
been able to fire a single hostile 
shot against the enemy on land. 
On the sea we are furnishing 


about two per cent of the. anti- 
submarine patrol. 


There are good explanations. 
of course, based on our absolute 
lack of preparedness when the 
war began. But let us face the 
facts that in the first half yeal 
of the war we probably have not 
given as much direct military 
aid to our Allies as Portugal. 

What of our program for the 
future? What contributions shall 
we make toward ending the war 

@ next year? 

All hands agree that we shall 
be doing well to. get one-half 
million men into the spring drive 
next year. That is about as many 
as Germany calls to the colors 
each year. It is a small pew 

centage of the number actually 
engaged on the western front. 
If we have good luck we ma) 
get an equal number to Franc 
in the summer and autumn, s: 

, that a year and a half after the 

. beginning of the war we may 
have enough men to make an im- 
pression. 

In the matter of building new 
tonnage, nearly eight months 
after the severing of diplomatic 
relations with Germany on ac- 
count of the submarine, we are 
Getting started on a prograin. 
We lost several months through 
the controversy in the shipping 
board. We shall begin to get 
ships next year, but not nearly 
enough to replace the present 
wastage. 

There remains one great de- 
partment of modern 
that of aircraft. In this we may 
take pride in our program and 
in the chance of making good 
on it. We have planned in a 
big way. We have put big men 
‘in charge. By next summer we 
ought to have enough aviators 
and machines on the 
front for an army several times 
the size of ours. While we shall
